HAY-MARKET THEATRE. 

YESTERDAY evening Buckstone’s successful new Comedy, called: 
Love and Murder, was performed for the second time with 
great laughter and applause. Some of our contemporaries who 
wished to be hypercritical, and not being able to find any fault 
with the pieee itself, cavil at its being called a Comedy, for 
our own parts we are perfectly contented to let Buckstone call 
his pieces by what appellation he pleases, if, as he has done in 
this, he will give us laughable incidents, comic situations, lively 
and witty dialogue, sprinkled, with well directed satire. The au- 
dience, both the nights it has been acted, seemed to be of our 
opinion, for their attention never flagged, and they were keptin — 
a continual state of merriment. We hope ta see a few more 
such Comedies or Farces, (if the critics will have it so,) from 
the pen of its clever author. The Young King, and The 
Queen’s Champion, followed the new piece. 

Monday morning the mortal remains of the Duchess of St. Al- 
bans were removed from Stratton Street, on their way to their 
last resting place, Redburn, the seat of the Duke. The late 
Duchess was the illegitimate offspring of an Irishman, named John 
Kinnear, a commercial man of some respectability in Dublin, but, 
being implicated in some treasonable transactions, he fled his 











native country, and came to England, where, possessing a good 


person and lively manners, he turned strolling player under the 
name of Malone. Whilst with the company of an itinerant man- 
eger, named Bibby, at Kendal, in Westmorland, he formed a 
connexion with their maid of all work, by whem he had a daughter 
Harriet, and died shortly after her birth. This said Harriet, when 
yet a child, went on the stage, her mother still continuing in ser- 
vitude till her daughter attained her 13thiyear, when Harriet 
joined Mr. Stanton’s company, and was thought very clever in ju- 
venile parts in Comedy, and was an excellent breeches figure ; 
she did not however remain long with Stanton, as Tate Wilkinson 
saw her, and engaged her for the York Theatre, but requested 
She would avglicise her name from Malone to Mellon ; he was so 
much please with her that he raised her salary ‘to his highest point, 
40s per week. From York, Miss Mellon went -to Liverpool, Man- 
ehester and Stafford, at the latter place she b2came acquainted 
with a family named Horton, shoemakers, through whose influ- 
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ence Mr. Sheridan was indebted for his return for the borough: 
To oblige theHortons, Sheridan engaged their protegée forDrury 
Lane Theatre, were she made her debut as Lydia Languish, in 
The Rivals, in the season 1793-4, Being a fine young woman 
she was assailed by many of the frequenters of the green-room, 
but resisted all their proffers, till the golden arguments of old 
Coutts, the banker, prevailed upon her to sacrifice herself to the 
altar of Plutus. Wewitzer was the go between, and it is said 
£10,000 was the sum paid down as the price of the lady’s virtue. 
Miss Mellon immediately set up a carrisge, and launched out 
in other extravagances, stating that she had had a prize in the 
lottery ; this was at first believed, but Rae, the tragedian, de- 
termined to know the truth, asked her the number of her fortu- 
nate ticket, as he had a wager on the subject; the lady pouted 
and bridled, and at length said she had forgot the number, but 
she could not forget that which she never knew. Old Coutts 
had previousiy kept Mrs. Martyr, the singer, but calling on her 
‘one day, the servant said, ‘‘ Her master and mistress were at 
dioner.”’ ‘“ Whois the gentleman?” said the banker, a little 
disconcerted. ‘‘ Mr. Parke, Sir.” ‘* Oh, very well,” rejoined 
old Coutts, and the next morning he seut his frail mistress her 
dismissal. The after careerof Miss Mellon till she became a 
Duchess we have related in a previous number.
